He 
heard shots fired, and turning round 
found Wilson shot through the headl 
Wilson was carrying a gun, and_ it 
is supposed he tried to draw it, 
which caused the other man to fire, 
killing him on the spot.

The Experimental 
Farms Report 


The information contained in the 
annual reports of the Experimental 
Farms of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture is so varied and 
complete as to render these yearly 
volumes almost worthy the name oi 
“Encyclopedia of Agriculture.”’ The 
Experimental Farms System Em. 
braces the central farm and twenty 
branch farms and stations, each 
manned by a staff of specialists. 
At thesa wide-spread, well-equipped 
institutions practically every phase 
of. agriculture, from the study and 
suppression of plant diseases to the 
breeding and raising of all manner 
of orchard, garden and field crops 
and classes of farm animals, are tak- 
en up. In addition, seven outlying 
sww-stations carry on and report up- 
on work of an agricultural nature. 

The report for the year’ ending 
March 31st, 1913, makes a volume 
of nearly 700 pages crammed with 
the meat of what was accomplished 
and found out during the year. The 
information is so classified and treat- 
ed as to be readily available to the 
reader in whatever subject he may 
chance to be interested. A large 
edition has been printed, so as to 
applicant who will drop a card for 
supply for some time at least every 
2 copy to the Publications Branch, 
Bapartment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 


Dil Fever extends 
to Red Deer 


The oil fever is Calgary has 
spread to practically every city 
and town in the province. Red Deer 
itself has not been able to hold out 
against the lure of the oil agents, 
and the latter end of last week 
saw quite an amount of money 
change hands here. Messrs. Lionel 
Page, Geo. Lindsay, Fred Lund, 
Arnold Rose, H. Vineberg § and 
others, including agents from Cal- 
gary, were doing business until late 
on Saturday night. 

The Dominion Land Office took 
in about $9,000 and about 40,000 
acres were filed. 

There is no saying where _ this 
craze will end. That some people 
will make money is certain, and it 
is just as sure that some will have 
said good-bye to their hard-earned 
money forever. The thing is a 
straight gamble, and the average 
man will gamble, no matter what 
you say or do. He is always ready 
for some excitement, in fact his 
nature calls for it; and under the 
circumstances it is a great pity 
that the money now being laid out 
on oil shares in Calgary wells could 
not have been put into a local conr 
pany so that we could have develop- 
ed something close at home. We 
would in that event have benefitted 
the city by it, not so much by cir- 
culating our own money, but by the 
advantage we would gain in bring- 
ing in the outsider and his money, 
that is the real gain, particularly 
if we get capital from the other 
side of the line. Passing our ‘money 
from one to the other is not half 
so good as bringing in new money. 
We would advise those wishing to 
lay out a little money in oil shares 
not to be in too great a hurry, as 
we understand that within a few 
days Mr. Fred Krause will have 
formed a company to drill in Red 
Deer, and that the shares are likely 
to be put on the market at $1.00 
each, with a minimum of 5_ shares. 
We have been told that experts say 
we have a splendid chance of — suc- 
cess here, so that by supporting this 
company we shall be helping to de- 
velop a home industry. 

We would advise all who aro tak- 
up shares, no mattor in what com- 
pany, to see that they are protected 
in the prospectuses.

law that isn’t Justice 


(Calgary Herald) 

According to a supreme court rul- 
ng no Alberta city has the. right to 
impose a license fee upon any mov- 
ing picture theatre, these places be- 
ing taxed by the provincial ‘govern- 
ment. This may be good law, but as 
the municipalities regard it, it is a 
long way from’ justia. 

It is possible for the - legislature 
of the province to pass laws taxing 
or licensing practically any and every 
jusiness should the government seo 
it. If because of government .taxa- 
.ion or license fee the municipalities 
are to be prevented from collecting 
imilar taxes or fees, the situation 
might easily become serious from 
he municipality standpoint. 

So far as the moving picture 
theatre is concerned, there are the 
yest of reasons why the municipality 
should make it subject to license. 
if in need of protection because of 
lisorder, fire, or from any other 
zause, the moving picture manager 
would immediately turn to the muni- 
tipal authorities, and properly so. 
fle would not look to the provincial 
-overnment, which takes his license 
money, for the good and_ sufficient 
season that to do so under such 
aircumistances would be futile. 

And the question is? Why should 
the municipality, which is required 
to furnish protection for the moving 
picture management, not be allowed 
to charge, by way of license fees, 
some of the cost of protection 
against the persons and businesses 
directly benefitted by it? 


New School Grounds 


Editor of The News. 


Dear Sir,—In the opinion of many 
ratepayers, ‘you have done a public 
service in your remarks on ~ the 
building of a new high school, par- 
ticularly in calling the School 
Board’s attention to the fact that 
the ratepayers shoul] be consulted, 
which is their right. The public 
generally are not, and have not been 
in the past, so keenly alive to 
school matters as they should be, 
consequently the School Board have 
done just about what they like, and 
it is now time that they were told 
that Mr. Ratepayer has something 
to say on school questions. There ds 
no kick coming about the building 
of a new high school; that is a 
worthy object, for the present school 
is not only inadequate, but an eye 
sore, too, but there is a kick coming 
about the site. In the first place, the 
town cannot well extend further 
north ; it must develop to the south 
—then why not build in the south. 
The City Council have before now 
laid themselves open to catering for 
the better class citizens resident in 
the north, rightly or wrongly is not 
for me to say, and the School Board 
is laying itself open to the same 
charge. The proposed site will be 
expensive, and it will be badly situ- 
ated, for it cannot be a clear block, 
owing to their being already a num- 
ber of residences on the west side 
of the block, and the C.N.R. will 
run on the east side of it, and it is 
safe to say that a clear block ad- 
jacentgto Waskasoo Park at the 
south end of the town could be 
bought for mach less money. Fur- 
ther that that, what would be the 
matter with building the new school 
on the block already owned by the 
Board in the south end. Tf it is 
more space the Board is after, why 
I say get it, but I don’e see the 
advantage of gotting it in the par- 
ticular spot advocated. 

There is another side of the ques- 
tion also. Without being prejudiced 
in any way, have not the citizens in 
the south end of this town as much 
right to be catered for in the way 
of public buildings as the north end, 
and are the Board justified in doing 
these things entirely on their own 
hook? Some of us take the view 
that the town must grow to the 
south. If that is the case, the school 
ghould bo built in the south. Wo 
want no class legislation in this 
matter. We want it settled in a 
business manner, and we can assure 
you wo are alive on this question.
